SOO FAMILIES ALREADY RENDER­ 
ED HOMELESS BY WATER­ 
FRONT FIRE 
(By United Press) 
Jersey City. N. J., Nov. 14. 
Amid 
the thunder of exploding dynamite 
and acorea of minor detonations sev­ 
eral blocks near the Jersey City wat­ 
erfront were destroyed this afternoon 
by a fire which was far from under 
control at I p. rn. 


Fought from land and 
river 
by 
hundreds of firemen 
and 
streams 
from New York fireboats, the flames 
devoured the salt petro plant of Bas- 
telle & Renwick, the large warehouse 
of the American Sugar Refining com­ 
pany nnd a dozen tenement dwellings 
and spread rapidly, whipped 
by 
a 
high wind. 
Starting with an explosion In the 
salt petro plant at 9 a. rn. the flames 
gained such headway in four hours 
that every available piece of appar­ 
atus in Jersey City was 
at 
work 
with help from surrounding towns 
without appreciably checking being 
given to the fire. 
The scene resembled a town in the 
war zone of France. 
Constant ex­ 
plosions were punctuated now and 
then with dynamite blasts as build­ 
ings were razed in the path of the 
flames. 
Rescue workers were on the ground 
and rushed victims to the hospital. 
Priest* were on hand and 
moved 
about in the fire lines. 
More than 
2,000 were taken from their homes 
and cared for in police stations and 
public buildings. 
Ambulances clanged busily through 
the streets. 
Two men were taken 
from the Bastelle & Renwick plant 
before it was completely destroyed. 
River traffic was halted. 
Tugs and 
ferry boats could not get into their 
slips. 
The fire finally caught in the Ger­ 
mantown section of Jersey City. 
Scenes of heroism were enacted as 
Jersey City firemen endeavored 
to 
keep their slow’ yielding lines drawn 
as tightly as possible 
around 
the 
burning area. 
The advancing walls 
of flame were approaching the huge 
warehouse of Colgate and Company 
w here 6,000 tons of soap were stored. 
Cheery went up from the crowd as 
('apt. George Bush went up a fire es­ 
cape, through a tenement 
window 
and brought back a small boy. 
The heat from the fire on the river 
was intense. 
Lehigh Valley and Je r­ 
sey City railroad tugs joined the fire 
boats. 
, 
Many children were being rescued 
from homes in the vicinity. 
Five 
hundred families have 
been 
made 
homeless by the flames up to I p. rn. 
Mrs. Mary Conallan 
had 
seven 
children in the house. 
The hotly of 
one child who had died Wednesday 
lay in a casket in the parlor. 
The 
child was to have been buried this 
afternoon. 
Her sister was preparing 
to have a baby. 
Firemen removed 
Mrs. Conallan’s sister to a hospital 
and helped the others to safety, but 
the little white casket was left to the 
flames. 
Many 
who 
had 
been 
rendered 
homeless by fire or water were look­ 
ing for places to spend the night. 
Flames 
were 
eating 
their 
way 
through the nine-story sugar refining 
warehouse and shortly before I 
o’­ 
clock a 90-foot wall collapsed. 
Tenement houses across the street 
were burning briskly. 


Firemen Injured in Explosion 
A terrific explosion, followed 
by 
five others in rapid succession, blew 
up the ruins of a fire-gutted factory 
high in the air and tangled timbers 
and debris came crashing 
to 
the 
ground. 
Bricks, machinery and tim 
bers flew through the 
air, 
while 
clouds of gaseous acid spread through 
the devastated area. 
Several fire­ 
men were injured and 
even 
some 
spectators sustained minor injuries 
The explosion came from acid stor­ 
ed in the factory cellar and firemen 
in the vicinity were taken entirely 
unawares.

Wilbur, through United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney West, moved dismis­ 
sal of the action brought by William 
Shearer of New York to restrain the 
navy chief from sinking the IT. S. S. 
Washington next week. 
"The terms of.the treaty allow the 
United States 625,000 capital 
ship 
displacement tonnage and the British 
Empire over 580,000, the latter to he 
reduced to 558,950 and not 525,000, 
the figure for the United 
States,"

The president disclosed in his speech 
to the land grant college 
meeting 
last night that he is convinced an 
era of treniendouM change 
Is 
ap­ 
proaching in American farming. 
He 
believes that "within n 
very 
few 
years" the United Htates will become 
one of the greatest buyers of farm 
products Instead of one of the great­ 
est sellers. 
With this fundamental revolution 
Imminent in the farming world, Mr. 
Coolidge 
believes 
the 
government 
should be prepared with an adequate 
policy toward agriculture, 
In a gen­ 
eral way measures should be taken 
to assure the American farmer the 
most scientific means of production 
and distribution. 
"If we cause our farm population 
to fall to the level of a mere agricul­ 
tural peasantry they will carry down 
with them the general 
social 
and 
economic level," he pointed out. 
The president did not indicate In 
his speech last night what the scope 
of the new farm policy might be. 
He 
will deliver another address Novem­ 
ber 17 before the agricultural com­ 
mission which iH expected to outline 
his plan more definitely.

— Driv­ 
ing a herd of from 7,OOO to 10,000 
reindeer a distance of more than a 
thousand miles, and dividing the trip 
between the summer with swollen 
streams and myriads of mosquitoes is 
the task undertaken by George Ash- 
••nfeltor, representing the department 
of education in Alaska and himself 
owner of a big herd of reindeer, Ash- 
enfelter has been delegated the work 
of transferring the herds of deer be­ 
longing to the Eskimos of the Arctic 
region and the department of educa­ 
tion Jointly. 
Too Many Thor# 
The cause of the transfer, accord­ 
ing to William T. Loop, superinten­ 
dent for the department In Alaska, 
and having direction of the depart­ 
ment's energies Is making the Eskimo 
Independent, 
Is 
overcrowding 
the 
range In the Arctic. 
According to 
Lo po, even while the department was 
pondering a solution of the problem 
which had come through the Increase 
of the Loman and other large herds. 
Information was received from 
an 
agent of the department to the effect 
that the old system of making the 
native prey to any imposition 
the 
white man desired had finally been 
transferred from the earlier pages of 
American western history to the land 
of the midnight sun and half-year 
winter of cold and darkness. 
Tales 
of slaughter of Eskimo deer, arrests 
and Inability to obtain a conviction 
In the northern eat th* country, were 
contained 
In 
communications 
to 
Loop. 
Having already transferred 
one 
herd of some 1,500 deer to 
Broad 
Pass. of which Cantwell |H the gate-1 
way to the deer-grazing plateau, it' 
was decided to remove all deer be-!

the 
Alaska 
railroad, rather than wage war for 
equal opportunity on tho northern 
range. 
Eskimo* Will Move, Too 
With the transfer will come a large 
number of Eskimos, apprentices and 
herders, with their wives and child­ 
ren. 
These aborigines of the Arctic 
own deer through donations from 
the department of education, u cer­ 
tain number of animals being given 
in charge of an apprentice 
herder, 
and upon matriculation with the de­ 
gree- of "bachelor of reindeer herd­ 
ers” he receives another allotment of 
which he enjoys the Increase, and 
builds up his own herd. 
The migration of deer and Eskimos 
southward is the first step looking to 
bringing these hitherto strange and 
primitive people to 
within 
closer 
touch with modern civilization. 
It 
may mean eventual absorption of the 
Eskimo into Caucasian civilization 
and change his entire mode of exis­ 
tence, according to Mrs. Ashenfelter, 
who is a full-blooded Eskimo, mission

KANSAS CITY USES 
RIVER FOR WHEAT 


(By United Press) 
Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 14.— This 
Inland city for the first time in his­ 
tory recently established connection 
by way of the Mississippi river with 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
Five hundred thousand bushels of 
Kuiihuh wheat shipped through Kan­ 
sas Oily floated from fit. Louis, Mo., 
out to seu and to European markets 
with a suvlng over rail transporta­ 
tion of 2 ceiitH a bushel, or $10,000. 
The barge line which moved the 
wheat soon will extend Its service 
direct to Kansas City via the Missouri 
river. 
The wheat ‘.vae loaded In St. Louis 
from freight cars and ten days later 
It was In storage elevators at New 
Orleans. 
The second shipmen* totals 700,- 
000 bushels and is soAn to get under 
way, bringing the total bushels of 
wheat transported down the river to 
1,200,000 bushels, and representing 
a saving in transportation of $24,000 
to the shipper.

WITH EXPLOSION

EVERY PIECE FIRE APPARATUS 
IN JERSEY CITY CALLED TO

500 FAMILIES ALREADY RENDER­ 
ED HOMELESS BY WATER­ 
FRONT FIRE 


(B y United Press) 
Jersey City. N. J., Nov. 14.— Amid 
the thunder of exploding dynamite 
and scores of minor detonations sev­ 
eral blocks near the Jersey City wat 
erfront were destroyed this afternoon 
by a fire which was far from under 
control at I p. rn. 


Fought from land and 
river 
by 
hundreds of firemen 
and 
streams 
from New York fireboats, the flames 
devoured the salt petre plant of Bas- 
telle & Renwick, the large warehouse 
of the American Sugar Refining com­ 
pany and a dozen tenement dwellings 
and spread rapidly, whipped 
by 
a 
high wind. 
Starting with an explosion in the 
salt petre plant at 9 a. rn. the flames 
gained such headway in four hours 
that every available piece of appar­ 
atus in Jersey City was 
at 
work 
with help from surrounding towns 
without appreciably checking being 
given to the fire. 


The scene resembled a town in the 
war zone of France. 
Constant ex­ 
plosions were punctuated now and 
then with dynamite blasts as build­ 
ings were razed in the path of the 
flames. 


Rescue workers were on the ground 
and rushed victims to the hospital. 
Priests were on hand and 
moved 
about in the fire lines. 
More than 
2,000 were taken from their homes 
and cared for in police stations and 
public buildings. 


Ambulances clanged busily through 
the streets. 
Two men were taken 
from the Bastelle & Renwick plant 
before it was completely destroyed. 
River traffic was halted. 
Tugs and 
ferry boats could not get into their 
slips. 
)• 


The fire finally caught in the Ger­ 
mantown section of Jersey City. 
Scenes of heroism were enacted as 
Jersey City firemen endeavored 
to 
keep their slow yielding lines drawn 
as tightly as possible 
around 
the 
burning area. 
The advancing walls 
of flame were approaching the huge 
warehouse of Colgate and Company 
where 6,000 tons of soap were stored. 
Cheers went up from the crowd as 
Capt. George Bush went up a fire es­ 
cape, through a tenement 
window 
and brought back a small boy. 
The heat from the fire on the river 
was intense. 
Lehigh Valley and Je r ­ 
sey City railroad tugs joined the fire 
boats. 
Many children were being rescued 
from homes in the .vicinity. 
Five 
hundred families have 
been 
made 
homeless by the flames up to I p. rn. 
Mrs. Mary Conallan 
had 
seven 
children in the house. 
The body of 
one child who had died Wednesday 
lay in a casket in the parlor. 
The 
child was to have been buried this 
afternoon. 
Her sister was preparing 
to have a baby. 
Firemen removed 
Mrs. Conallan’s sister to a hospital 
and helped the others to safety, but 
the little white casket was left to the 
flames. 
Many 
who 
had 
been 
rendered 
homeless by fire or water wTere look­ 
ing for places to spend the night. 
Flames 
were 
eating 
their 
way 
through the nine-story sugar refining 
warehouse and shortly before I 
o’­ 
clock a 90-foot wall collapsed. 
Tenement houses across the street 
were burning briskly. 


Firemen Injured in Explosion 


A terrific explosion, followed 
by 
five others in rapid succession, blew 
up the ruins of a fire-gutted factory 
high in the air and tangled timbers 
and debrig came crashing 
to 
the 
ground. 
Bricks, machinery and tim­ 
bers flew’ through the 
air, 
while 
clouds of gaseous acid spread through 
the devastated area. 
Several fire­ 
men were injured and 
even 
some 
spectators sustained minor injuries. 
The explosion came from acid stor­ 
ed in the factory cellar and firemen 
in the vicinity were taken entirely 
unawares.

here today. 
Wilbur, through United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney West, moved dismis­ 
sal of the action brought by William 
Shearer of New’ York to restrain the 
navy chief from sinking the I T . S. S. 
Washington next week. 
“The terms outlie treaty allow the 
United States 525.000 capital 
ship 
displacement tonnage and the British 
Empire over 580 , 000 , the latter to be 
reduced to 558,950 and not 525 , 000 , 
the figure for the United 
States,” 
Wilbur said. 
Wilbur said the scrapping program 
of this government has not yet been 
completed and that a number of the 
American naval vessels are now in 
the process of scrapping, the North 
Dakota in addition to the Washing­ 
ton is to be used later as a target. 
Wilbur contended that the Wash­ 
ington has been only 70.2 per cent 
completed and that work upon it was 
stopped as soon as it was set aside 
for scrapping under the treaty. 
He said the vessel so far has cost

$ 15 , 240 , 144 . 05 , 
which may be reduced later by sale 
of material or may be increased by 
payment of compensation to the con­ 
tractor for cancellation of the con­ 
tract.

than $3,000,000,000.

Cantwell, Alaska, Nov. 14.— Driv­ 
ing a herd of from 7,000 to 10,000 
reindeer a distance of more than a 
thousand miles, and dividing the trip 
between the summer with swollen 
streams and myriads of mosquitoes is 
the task undertaken by George Ash- 
enfelter, representing the department 
of education in Alaska and himself 
owner of u big herd of reindeer. Ash- 
enfelter has been delegated the work 
of transferring the herds of deer be­ 
longing to the Eskimos of the Arctic 
region and the department of educa­ 
tion jointly. 
Too Many There 
The cause of the transfer, accord­ 
ing to William T. Loop, superinten­ 
dent for the department In Alaska, 
and having direction of the depart­ 
ment’s energies is making the Eskimo 
Independent, 
Is 
overcrowding 
the 
runge In the Arctic. 
According to 
Lopo, even while the department was 
pondering a solution of the problem 
which had come through the Increase 
of the Leman and other large herds, 
Information was received from 
an 
agent of the department to the effect 
that the old system of making the 
native prey to any imposition 
the 
white man desired had finally been 
transferred from the earlier pages of 
American western history to the land 
of the midnight sun and half-year 
winter of cold and darkness. 
Tales 
of slaughter of Eskimo deer, arrests 
and inability to obtain a conviction 
In the northern cattie country, were 
contained 
In 
communications 
to 
Loop. 


Having already transferred 
one 
herd of some 1,500 deer to 
Broad 
Bass, of which Cantwell 1H the gate­ 
way to the deer-grszlng plateau, It 
was decided to remove all deer be­ 
longing to the department of educa­ 
tion and Its Eskimo wards to the new 
grazing grounds along 
tho 
Alaska 
railroad, rather than wage war for 
equal opportunity on the northern 
range. 
Eskimos Will Move, Too 


With the transfer will come a large 
number of Eskimos, apprentices and 
herders, with their wives and child­ 
ren. 
These aborigines of the Arctic 
own deer through 
donations from 
the department of education, a cer­ 
tain number of animals being given 
in charge of an apprentice 
herder, 
and upon matriculation with the de­ 
gree of “ bachelor of reindeer herd­ 
ers” he receives another allotment of 
which he enjoys the increase, and 
builds up his own herd. 
The migration of deer and Eskimos 
southward is the first step looking to 
bringing these hitherto strange and 
primitive people to 
within 
closer 
touch with modern civilization. 
It 
may mean eventual absorption of the 
Eskimo into Caucasian civilization 
and change his entire mode of exis­ 
tence, according to Mrs. Ashenfelter, 
who is a full-blooded Eskimo, mission

RIVER FOR WHEAT 


(B y United P ress) 
Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 14.— This 
Inland city for the first time in his­ 
tory recently established connection 
by way of the Mississippi river with 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
Five hundred thousand bushels of 
Kansan wheat shipped through Kan­ 
sas City floated from St. Louis, Mo., 
out to sea and to European markets 
with a saving over rail transporta­ 
tion of 2 centH a bushel, or $10,000. 
The barge line which moved the 
wheat soon will extend its service 
direct to Kansas City via the Missouri 
river. 
The wheat was loaded in St. Louis 
from freight cars and ten days later 
it was In storage elevators at New 
Orleans. 
The second shipmen* totals 700,- 
000 bushels and is so^n to get under 
way, bringing the total bushels of 
wheat transported down the river to 
1,200,000 bushels, and representing 
a saving in transportation of $24,000 
to the shipper.

A Big Task 


The task of driving the deer from 
Point Hp frow’ to Broad Pass entails 
a trip which no one but the hardiest 
musher of the Arctic may hope to ac­ 
complish. 
It means a roundup on 
foot in the great barrens of the Arc­ 
tic slope, throwing the herd together 
and keeping it intact while moving 
by periodical stages along the region 
where

reindeer

abounds. 
This work will he accum 
plished in summer and

worked as far south as possible before 
the season of snow, ice and Arctic 
blizzards break upon them. 
Cross­ 
in g the Yukon, near Holy Cross, the 
herd will go into winter quarters on 
the Kuskokowim, a natural feeding 
ground and breeding area 
for

wild caribou. 
The deer fawning season begins in 
May, and here the most difficult part 
of the drive will begin. 
The herd 
must got on the move lo cross the 
streams running north from Aft. Mc­ 
Kinley before the ice goos out. 
This 
is generally in early June. 
As the 
deer are in a semi-wild state, some­ 
thing after tile nature of range cattle 
they are not amenable to

vances of man.
